FREE PARKING 
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Why All the Secrecy? 


P REMIER BENNETT and his col¬ 
leagues in the Social Credit 
administration may have a clear con¬ 
cept of the proposal of Mr. VVenner- 
Gren 'to build a railway through 
north-central British Columbia to the 
Yukon border, unaided and without 
Ahy “give-aways" by British Colum¬ 
bia. With the Legislature due to 
prorogue tomorrow, very little of a 
tangible nature yet has been put by 
the government before its membera 
or the people of the province as to 
how, when and under what non-give¬ 
away conditions such a railway would 
come into existence or how it will be 
financed. After ten days of mainly 
veiled allusion to the subject in the 
House the project remains a spectral 
nebulosity. 

Small and scattered pieces of in¬ 
formation have been drawn from the 
premier in the debate. Under a letter 
of intent it was said Mr. Wenner-Gren 
has until the second quarter of this 
year to signify his intention of going 
ahead with the railway. A company 
has not yet been formed. No con¬ 
cessions have been asked from the 
Province. The government has re¬ 


served a strip of land 10 miles wide 
from Summit Lake, north of Prince 
George, to Lake Teslin, at the Yukon 
border, as reserve to be held in the 
name of the crown. Variously, the 
House was also told that the project 
is going ahead. “At least 100 yards" 
of right-of-way will be cleared before 
the finish of the provincial general 
election. And. finally, no one should 
seek at this stage to learn more. 
Why? 

The administration may not real¬ 
ize the public impression all this has 
created. If the Legislature is not the 
place to reveal the facts of one of the 
most important developments that 
has been proposed in the province, 
where would be? Can even private 
railways be built to the Yukon bor¬ 
der without federal assent? Why. 
too. was nothing said until now about 
the Canadian National Railway’s 
offer of extensive running rights over 
its northern track? In short, what 
is cooking? The Legislature cer¬ 
tainly has a right to know before 
finality is reached on so vast an 
undertaking. Mr. Bennett should 
clear the air.

New Concept of Safety 


R EASONS for Mayor Scurrah s 
tacit approval of the pistol shoot¬ 
ing exploit of Victoria police officers 
on Saturday night are difficult to 
comprehend. According to the mayor 
the firing of pistols at a car which 
the police were pursuing through 
business and residential streets did 
not constitute a danger to anyone. 
These are the mayor’s words, as re¬ 
ported in the press: 

“They (the police of Victoria) 
don’t, fire indiscriminately. I’m quite 
satisfied they won’t fire if there’s a 
danger of hitting a citizen. But when 
It’s safe to fire, is there any reason 
why they shouldn’t? It was safe: 
the proof of it is that nobody was 
hurt.*’ 

By that measurement anything, 
Including wild driving, would be safe 
so long as no one was killed or in¬ 
jured. It is ah altogether new con¬ 
cept of what constitutes safety. 

The shooting bv the police in this 
instance was so .safe’’ that bullets 
aimed at the tires of the fleeing car 
went nowhere near their mark. One 
passed through the rear window of 
the car at about the chest height of 
occupants. Another went so wild 
that it hit the upper part of the wind¬ 
shield of a parked car. As an exhibi¬ 
tion of safe marksmanship this could 
scarcely have4rheen worse. Fortu¬ 
nately—a great deal more fortunately 
than some people seem to appreciate 


—no one got in the way of the police 
bullets. 

Perhaps through the watching of 
too many TV shows, the dangerous 
notion appears to prevail that shoot¬ 
ing at tires is proper police procedure. 
It is possible that innocent people 
could be killed thereby, without any¬ 
one being hit by bullets. A car driven . 
at high speed and suddenly thrown 
out of control through the piercing 
of a tire is itself as dangerous as a 
burst of machine gun bullets. 

Pistols are notoriously inaccurate 
weapons under the best firing condi¬ 
tions. Discharged through the win¬ 
dow of a moving vehicle they are 
about as accurate as the explosion 
of a gasworks. If the first impact 
should cause no harm, the ricochet 
may land no one knows where. 

As an illustration of the grave 
risks which police officers take in 
firing from a moving vehicle at an¬ 
other moving vehicle, it is useful to 
recall a tragedy which occurred in an 
endern Canadian city a few veal's 
•go. A young po li ce m an discharged 
his pistol at a car pursued on the 
suspicion—at That point merely a 
suspicion—that it had been stolen. 
A bullet hit the driver in the neck, 
paralyzing him. The car, out of 
control, mounted the sidewalk and 
killed two girls waiting for a bus. 
Had the bullet missed the driver hy 
an inch, would that have been safe 
r shooting? 



Far Too Risky 


A COLONEL on the staff of mili- 
fary headquarters at Ottawa 
suggests that Canadian soldiers 
should be exposed to the effect of 
nuclear weapons as part of their 
training. The idea is sound in that 
they would then have an idea of what 
nuclear warfare meant: it is apt to 
be altogether too drastic, however. 
If all one hears about nuclear ex- 
pkxrion is true the troops would be 
wiped out before a war ever started. 

Military training involves experi- „ 
merit under conditions as close to 
reality as possible. When conven¬ 
tional weapons were still the primary 
instruments of warfare soldiers were 
acclimatized in advance to rifle and 
machine gun fire, for instance. Some 
casualties did result in battle training 
of this kind, but they knew tljat if 
they kept their heads down all would 
be well. Beyond that point the train¬ 
ing crmlrLh^pdly^o. No one aimed 
directly atanofljjr during what was 


a practice, merely to get used to the 
actuality of battle. 

The staff colonel argues that if 
soldiers are to be able to carry on in 
the aftermath of the nuclear weapon 
they must be conditioned in advance. 
His further suggestion that simula¬ 
tion could be invoked by use of mild 
forms of gar or t e mp ora ry blindness, 
thus putting troops to a trying ordeal 
to stiffen their morale, might have 
some virtue. As realistic a training 
as possible, is the nub of military 
preparation. 

\ Beyond that the risk is too great, 
and one cannot see troops in training 
being exposed to the actual effects 
of nuclear weapons. Theory in this 
instance is about all that can be ex¬ 
pected. It is the terrifying deterrent 
of nuclear weapons that makes cur¬ 
rent military practice so vexed a 
problem, in fact. But soldiers can 
scarcely be used as guinea-pigs in 
tests that might leave the cmmtry 
with ho army at all. 


Wants United Stand

C HANCELLOR Adenauer visited 
Washington at tha weekend for an 
Unspoken purpose: to atiffen United 
States resistance against concessions to 
Russia, especially regarding West Ber¬ 
lin. in forthcoming summit negotiations. 

Officially Adenauer was merely stop¬ 
ping over on his way to Tokyo. J3ut no 
one doubts that the 84 year old West Ger¬ 
man Chancellor, who wont be at the 
summit, seized the opportunity to place 
his views before President Eisenhower in 
a strong way. 

Actually this marks the beginning of 
preparations—or at least a new chapter 
in preparation—for the summit meeting 
in May. Prime Minister Macmillan flies 
to Paris for private talks with President 
d-' < ..mile, who in tini ‘ greets Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev in Paris. * 

Adenauer, it i« thought, regard* 
Eisenhower as his staunchest ally against 
any compromise with the Russians on 
Berlin. It is believed Eisenhower was 
ready to bolster this by assuring Ade¬ 
nauer that West Germany can exercise a 


virtual veto over Western policies where 
the divided city is concerned, f 

Adenauer apparently is worried that 
as Khrushchev builds up pressure in an 
effort to wrest West Berlin-from U.S.- 
British Krerjch protection, new; Western 
concessions will he offered in the hope of 
avoiding new crises. 

TN* \\><t offered some concessions at 
the 1959 Geneva foreign ministers con- 
“ ference on condition tha Communists re¬ 
affirmed the status quo of West Berlin, 
i Bw* the Geneve conference es I'd with¬ 
out getting anywhere. 

Adenauer stressed that the whole 
negotiation must start agafin from 
scratch—he fears that the West’s pre¬ 
ferred concessions now will he taken for 
granted by the Russians, who will de¬ 
mand mote. . 

The thinking behind Russian diplo¬ 
ma, v. in the view of Adenauer.. ( is Mos¬ 
cow's belief that the Western powers can 
be split. A solid front at the summit 
would be the test needed to show Khrush¬ 
chev's sincerity -or lack of it-when he 
speaks of easing world tensions.

Reports from Ottawa

/TTH the conviction that it la 
imperative for survival in the 
nuclear age to talk rather than to 
fight, some more 
talking is about to 
start at Geneva. 

The 10-nation dis¬ 
armament commis¬ 
sion created under 
the auspices of the 
United Nations Is 
going to try to find 
a way out of the 
vast and terrifying 
Jungle of nuclear armaments that 
have been created on each side of the 
East West divide. 

These talks will go on for month* 
and possibly for years. Or they may 
come to a dead stop and sputter 
out in futility after a few early 
skirmishes. 

For there is no disguising the fact 
that the five Communist nations on 
the one side and the five Western 
nations on the other are approaching 
the question from diametrically 
opposite points of view. The differ¬ 
ence between the two approaches 
could scarcely be greater and as tha 
opening speeches are being written 
\^i^and rehearsed it is hird to see how 
they can be reconciled. 



D AWSON City had quite a start on 
Elliot Lake in the ghost-towning 
business. Its population at the turn of 
the century was 
more than 35,000. 

Now it’s less than 
1 , 000 . 

But Dawson 
never went com¬ 
pletely flat. After 
the gold rush end¬ 
ed, Dawson found 
it rould eke out an 
existence by re¬ 
working the creeks to get the gold 
the Nlnety-Eighters missed. 

For many years now huge dredges 
operated by Yukon Consolidated Gold 
Corporation and smaller companies 
have been grinding their ways up the 
creeks, chewing sand and mud to re¬ 
cover the gold the early miners left 
behind. But now the end is in sight. 
Mines Department officials say that 
in eight to ten years the pay dirt will 
be pretty well played out. Then the 
350 employees of the placer mining 
operations—nearly all of Dawson’s 
workers—will be out of Jobs. 

This is the hard economic fact un¬ 
derlying the government’s decision to 
spend money to make Dawson a tour¬ 
ist attraction.

sources Minister Hamilton expect* 
U.S. tourists to swarm up the Alaska 
Highway to visit their new far north¬ 
ern state. He is betting that the ro¬ 
mance of the Klondike will entice a 
good many of them to tarry in White¬ 
horse and turn aside to Dawson. 

He has promised to refurbish the 
old Grand Opera House at Dawson, 
to establish a park and museum at 
Whitehorse, and to overhaul the four 
derelict stern wheelers beached at 
Whitehorse. These are the boats that 
used to make the 360-mile trip to Daw¬ 


son loaded with prospectors and 
prostitutes, gamblers and green¬ 
horns, all seeking their fortunes, one 
way or another, from the gold dust 
in the creeks. 

One of the boats is in working or¬ 
der. Canadian Pacific Air Lines oper¬ 
ated her on a charter basis a few 
years ago, running excursions down 
the Lewes River. CPAL built up a 
pretty fair tourist trade for its 
flights into Whitehorse, but the 
White Pass and Yukon. Railway ( 
boosted its charter price for the 
steamer so high that her continued 
operation by CPAL became unecon¬ 
omic. - ' 

However, the WP A YR has agreed 
to give this ship, and the three other 
hulks, to the government for tourist 
promotion use. Hamilton hopes for a 
private enterprise operation of the 
CPAL ship—excursions down the 
Lewes into Lac Laberge—but he has 
to admit with some chagrin that the 
old stern wheeler will never again 
tootle her way into Dawson. Barjfng 
her passage are three new million 
dollar bridges-all too low for the 
high ; old riverbSat.

Ancient Tartans

The Communists are going to 
Geneva to propose a broad agreement 
for the swift abolition Qf all arms and 
the means for making them. They 
will follow the proposal presented 
by Premier Khrushchev in his speec h 
to the United Nations last September. 
Controh and inspection would coma 
after an agreem?nt to start at onca 
to dismantle the incredible inventories 
of mass death. 

The Western view is that realistic 
disarmament can come only through 
slow and careful stages, with un- 
ctre a t a bl e rules of mutual Inspection 
agreed to with each stage. Gradually, 
as one step follows another, the way 
will be prepared for the big cuts to 
ease the arms burden and reduce tha 
tensions that bedevil the world. 

Tactically the West will begin to 
proba as quickly as possible, onca 
the propaganda speeches are out of 
the way, to see whether Moscow is 
willing to consider a phase-by phase 
introduction of controls. This seems 
highly unlikely. But it would be 
embarrassing if the conference were 
to break down before another big 
date that is not far off. 


While prophecy in these matters is 
risky, in the view of this observer 
something like the following course 
of events can be expected. __ . ~

the Big Four heads of government 
are due to meet in Paris on May 16. 

In order, however, to maintain a 
hopeful atmosphere for the summit 
the talks will continue in a desultory 
fashion. Then, when Khrushchev sits 
down with Presidents de Gaulle apd 
Eisenhower and Prime Minister Mac¬ 
millan, the tanglq will be passed along 
to them. In short, what is about to 
begin is scarcely more than a prelim¬ 
inary* exercise; a marshalling of tha 
propaganda battalions. Depending on 
whether the summit conference goes 
well or badly, the disarmament 
problem will later be handed back 
to the conferees st Geneva, with 
perhaps agreed instructions on how 
they are to proceed.

YELLOW PEAK TOMATO (A. 

(yB.. Victoria)—The seeds of the 
small, yellow, pear-shaped tomatoes 
which I distributed several years ago 
were named Fargo Yellow Pear to¬ 
mato. It made a bush-type plant, 
needing no pruning nor staking, and 
the little tomatoes had a mild, non¬ 
acid flavor. 

Seeds of this variety are avail¬ 
able from A. E. McKenzie Co., Bran¬ 
don. Man. Catalogue number is 1301, 
and the price is 15 cents per packet, 
postpaid. Local seedsmen sell the 
small fruited tomato seeds in a mix¬ 
ture. which would include Yellow 
Pear, Yellow Plum and the Cherry 
tomato. 


Put a little powdered charcoal 
in a saucer and rub the cut surfaces 
of the bulb in this to stop bleeding 
and to prevent entry of harmful 
organisms. Start the bulb halves into 
growth right away by plunging in 
damp peat moss in a warmish room. 

Another way of Increasing your 
stock of begonias is to take cuttings 
in midsummer. Break off some 
sturdy side shoots from established 
plants, dip the cut end in a hormone 
rooting powder and Insert in a pot of 
slightly dampened sand or a sand and 
peat moss mixture until rooted. Pot 
up in woodsy soil and grow on to 
maturity. , 

QUACK GRASS ERADICATOR— 

(J.H., Victoria).—Quack grass, also 
known as couch grass and twitch, is 
fairly easy to kill off on vacant 
ground where no crops are to be 
grown for several months. 

Couch Grass Killer is sold under 
several different brand names and is 
dissolved in water according to the 
Instructions on the package and 
sprayed on the foliage while the 
plants are growing strongly. The 
poison is absorbed by the leaves and

D1EFFENBACHIA CULTURE 

(G.B., Victoria) — The Dieffenbackia 
is a native of the rain forests of 
Brazil and Colombia and as such, 
revels in a humid, warm atmosphere, 
a soil rich in humus kept moist but 
never sodden, with plenty of good 
light but little or no direct sunshine. 
It is a very common thing tor the 
lower leaves to turn yellow and fall 
off. the usual causes are too much 
or too little water and insufficient 
light. 

Like so many of ^ur tropical 
house plants, it is poisonous in all 
its parts. Its native name is Dumb 

Cane, derived from the fact that a 
cut stem touched to the tongue will 
cause intense pain and will paralyze 
the vocal cords for several days.

Corrosion-Encrusted Coin 


Under 2 % Feet of Muck 


Diver Digs Clue from Ancient Mast 


By R O. MARRION 

A large. corrosion-encrusted good-luck 
coin resting in a glass of salt water aboard 
HMCS Miramichi gave promise yesterday 
of luck for naval divers and historians try¬ 
ing to solve a mystery. 

In the eerie green near-dark far below 
the surface of Sidney Inlet on the west 
roast of Vancouver Island, naval diver 
AB Ivan Sherlock reached down through 
2 V feet of muck Tuesday and found the 
coin which someone placed under the heel 
of a mast perhaps a century or more ago. 

The coin, if the Smithsonian Institution 
can identify and date it. may give at least 
an approximation of the age of the ship 
that lies decaying on the floor of the inlet, 
•till hiding her identity in silt and rot. 

* ♦ * 

The sunken ship was found by a Seattle 
•kindiver. A first expedition by navy 
divers in November established that the 
hull. 140 feet long, was of copper-sheathed 
teak. The Philippine mahogany mizzen 
mast and an anchor, windlass and capstan 
were recovered. 

Miramichi brought a team of divert 
and salvage experts home yesterday from 
another 120 man hours of underwater in¬ 
vestigation. 

The minesweeper also brought home 
the coin, several copper spikes, the stern- 
post and part of the stem of the old ship, 
a small part of the comer of a copper 


sheet bearing an imprint “Isvill it Co.” or 
perhaps “Nevill A Co,” and a lot of 
♦heories about the wreck—but no identifi- 
ration, nor yet a positive indication of the 
ship’s age. 

★ a * 

In six days' work—valuable experience 
In itself—10 divers found that: 

The hull was not upside down, as at 
first believed, but tilted far to port. Im¬ 
pression that the hull was upside down 
had been fiven by some of the upper- 
works dropping away and coming to rest 
upside down. 

The remaining stub of the foremast 
was greater in diameter than the stub of 
the mainmast, somewhat qf an oddity. 

The ship had a cargo of about # lffo fir 
logs in the hold, some of them shaped at 
the ends to fit the hold, and some cut by 
saw and some by axe.

<r ln the early 1800s quite a lot of logs 
and salmon were loaded here for the 
Sandwich Islands.” said Lt.-Cmdr. E. W. 
Cassels. curator of the Maritime Museum. 

Lt.-Cmdr. Ben Ackerman, officer in 
charge of the navy diving unit, said 
charred wood gave evidence of fire aboard 
before the ship sank.

Cheaper Than Ship* 

Airlines Slash

Atlantic Fares 

PARIS (Reuters) — International airlines 
Thursday announced sweeping reductions in plane 
fares. This will make air travel cheaper than ship 
travel on the North Atlantic run. 

New* round-trip fares will drop to $320 between 
New York and London on propeller-driven planes 
and to $299 between Montreal and London. 

These fares will be for 17-day economy-class 
excursions. They represent a reduction of more 
than $100 from the present normal fare. 

The low-cost economy-class service will go into 
operation Oct. 1 and will continue until March 31, 
1961, when the fare structure will be studied again. 

The agreement to cut fares was announced by 
the International Air Transport Association after 
three weeks of negotiations here by about 80 rep¬ 
resentatives of the principal world airlines. Thq 
new fare structure is subject to approval by mem¬ 
ber governments. 

The airlines also decided to offer only two 
classes of service in future, first class and economy. 
There now are three—first, tourist and economy. 

Return fares between New York and London 
under the 17-day excursion plan will be cut to $350 
for jets, $30 more than on propeller planes. 

Some first-class fares on routes other than the 
North Atlantic will be increased slightly. Reduc¬ 
tions on return fares in other parts of the world 
will range from 6 to 22 per cent.

The Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission announced that it has 
approved construction of a 
site for a proposed detonation 
of a nuclear explosive deep 
underground in aalt formations 
25 miles southeast of Carls¬ 
bad. N.M. 

It would be a new phase in 
the AECs program uesigned 
to explore the possibility of 
using nuclear detonations for 
such peaceful uses as produc¬ 
ing electric power, blasting out 
harbors, tapping oil from oil- 
bearing anaies and tar sanus.

Democratic Senator Clinton 
Anderson of New Mexico, 
chairman of the congressional' 
atomic energy committee, said 
he understood the shot is 
planned for some time in Janu- 
aiy.

The A EC said detailed 
studies and experiments have 
been conducted to assure the 
safety of the planned blast. 

Anderson said nib contamina¬

Under 2 V 2 Feet of Muck 


Diver Digs Clue from Ancient Mast 


A Urge, corrosion encrusted good luck 
coin resting in a glass of salt w ater aboard 
MMCS MTraVnlchi gave promise yesterday 
of luck for naval divers and historians try* 
ing to solve a mystery. 

In the eerie green near-dark far below 
the surface of Sidney Inlet on the west 
coast of Vancouver IsUnd. naval diver 
AB Ivan Sherlock reached down through 
24 feet of muck Tuesday and found the 
coin which someone placed under the heel 
of a rdast perhaps a century or more ago. 

The coin, if the Smithsonian Institution 
can identify and date it. may give at least 
an approximation of the age of the ship 
that lies decaying on the floor of the inlet, 
still hiding her identity in silt and rot 


The sunken ship was found by a Seattle 
•kindiver. A first expedition by navy 
diver* in November established that the 
hull. 140 feet long, was of copper-sheathed 
teak. The Philippine mahogany mizzen 
mast and an anchor, windlass and capstan 
were recovered. ' 

Miramichi brought a team of divers 
and salvage experts home yesterday from 
another 120 man hours of underwater in¬ 
vestigation.
